BLOCKED BY THE FEE SYSTEM. 

It is suggested by the Times-Dispatch 
of Richmond that the “courthouse ring” 
in the counties is indirectly a most pow- 
erful obstacle in the way of the good- 
roads movement in Virginia. It points 
out that the ring is not necessarily op- 
posed to roud improvements and that 
graft and dishonesty are not particular- 
ly feared, but that the spirit in which 
the ring lives and moves and has its be- 
ing is likely to result in waste of money 
voted by the people. What is here sug- 
gested as to Virginia is more widely ap- 
plicable. The average ring exists by 
spending the people’s money primarily 
upon its adherents, instead of making it 
go farthest for the purpose for wlich it 
In many States the court- 
is the greatest incubus 
upon material advancement. More 
money of the people is wasted upon the 
appendages to the administration of 
justice, so called, in this country, than 
upon any other one governmental func- 
tion. The methods of the courts are 
wasteful of time and money because, 
from the judges down, practically no 
one connected with the courts has been

ness habits. Little reform in this do- 
main may be expected as long as the 
presidency of courts is limited to law- 
yers. But hopelessness as to that is as 
nothing when one views the steadily in- 
creasing burden placed upon communi- 
ties by the fee system, which is essen- 
tially a system of obtaining the greatest 
amount of money for the least practical 
service. That system is responsible for 
the courts having two or three times as 
many employes of one kind or another 
as are really needed, for impositions 
in the serving of unnecessary papers 
upon business men and for the rankest 
sort of injustice, especially against ig- 
norance, It is the fruitful mother of 
litigation that should be thrown out of 
court if the average court had as much 
respect for itself as it demands of 
others. 

But these evils are small in compari- 
son with those flowing from the political 
power given to the handlers of the fees, 
or the directors of expenditures of 
money under the auspices of the courts. 
As a general rule, where the people have 
not destroyed the political influence of 
the courthouse crowd, an increase in the 
total amount of money received in fees 
is never followed by a reduction in the 
amount of specific fees, but is frequent- 
ly made the occasion for an increase In 
the number of inutile court attaches to 
be paid from the fees. The system not 
only removes men from productive en- 
terprises, but, keeping to the front ap- 
pointments as a means of strengthening 
the political machine rather than as a 
benefit to the community, it may be de- 
pended upon to be a block, more or less 
unintentional, upon all progressive 
movements.

SYSTEMATIZING THE HANDLING 
OF SOUTHERN FRUIT AND 
TRUCK. 

Mr. Hugh MacRae of Hugh MacRae 
& Co., Wilmington, N. C., and New York, 
who is doing so much practical work 
near Wilmington in making possible the 
full development of the South, is deeply 
interested in the question of the proper 
distribution of the fruits of the earth. 
The other day the New York World, dis- 
cussing the rising cost of living, by 
which both producers and consumers 
suffer, said : 





It is the middleman whose exactions are 
becoming greater and greater. There are no 
low prices except on the farms. If food cost 
25 per cent. less than it now does, what a 
boon it would be to a majority of the faml- 
lies of New York! If the farmers who pro- 
duce food received 25 per cent. more than 
they now do, how much more prosperous 
they would be, and how their prosperity 
would be reflected in a demand for more 
clothes which the East Side makes, more 
furniture, more groceries, more everything, 
all to the benefit of the industries, mer- 
chants, clerks and workmen of New York! 
Such a benefit is possible. It could be real- 
ized by direct and economical methods of 
distribution, by cutting out the middlemen, 
by bringing together the producer and the 
consumer, by lessening the big gap between 
what the one receives and the other pays. 
The Rural New Yorker has compiled figures 
showing that on the average the man who 
raises food receives less than a third of what 
is paid by the man who eats it. The mid- 
dieman takes two-thirds. If the producer 
received a half of what the consumer pays 
he would be much better off. If the middle- 
men were satisfied with a quarter instead 
of two-thirds, the consumer would be better 
off. Such benefits are not chimerical, but 
wholly feasible. 


Referring to that statement, Mr. 
MacRae writes to the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD : 

The more we look into this question of 


proper distribution of perishable farm prod- 
ucts the more importance it seems to have. 


industry if the same methods were foMowed. 
For instance, suppose the shoe manufactur- 
ers of the country should ship all of their 
product of shoes without notice to a certain 
district fi New York and accept for them 
the market made on the morning of arrival 
between a group of competitive buyers, how 
long would the factories run, especially if 
they had no authentic information as to the 
market, the demand for goods, the kind of 
goods that were needed in New York, etc.? 
On the other hand, it looks as if reasonable 
wealth would be assured the growers of food 
supplies if the marketing were done sys- 
tematically and intelligently and if proper 
methods of distribution were adopted. 

To this subject more and more atten- 
tion is given every year by organiza- 
tions of growers and by transportation 
companies. For example, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad reports that during the 
past three years it has been conducting 
a development campaign in behalf of 
the agricultural and commercial inter- 
ests of New Jersey. Commission mer- 
chants and buyers have been supplied 
with lists of reliable growers and ship- 
pers in that section, and the result has 
been that the market for Southern New 
Jersey produce has been greatly wid- 
ened. In addition, to enable the farmer 
to market his products quickly and se- 
cure the most advantageous prices spe- 
cial schedules have been established and 
trains known as “preference freight” 
trains have been operated. These have 
rights over all other freight trains, and 
put the produce in the markets in the 
best possible condition. 


That the campaign conducted by the 
railroad, together with the establish- 
ment of fast freight service and the im- 
provement of its facilities, has put the 
farmers in Southern New Jersey in 
touch with the consumers of a very 
wide area is indicated in the distribu- 
tion of the July shipments from that 
section. A million and a half dollars’ 
worth of produce was distributed over 
the New England States, the Middle 
West and Canada from points located 
on the West Jersey & Seashore Rail- 
road, a part of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem. In July, 1907, the value of prod- 
uce shipped by farmers of the six lower 
counties of New Jersey was $746,800. 
In 1908 the estimated value of the ship- 
ments was $1,178,000, while July of this 
year shows an increase over 1908 of 
$385,600. The total number of cars 
used to transport this freight was 3909 
—more than 37 miles of cars if placed 
end to end. Two thousand three hun- 
dred and twenty-two cars of potatoes 
were shipped from Southern New Jer- 
sey in July, while it required 1047 cars 
to haul the tomatoes offered for trans- 
portation. The other 540 cars were 
loaded as follows: Apples, 5; berries, 
148; clams and oysters, 165; fish, 148; 
peppers, 19; poultry, 46; mixed car- 
loads, 9. Twelve hundred cars were 
sent to Jersey City and New York, 628 
to Camden and Philadelphia, 418 to 
Boston, 258 to other points in Massa- 
chusetts, 257 to Newark, 263 to Pitts- 
burg, other points in Pennsylvania 144, 
other New Jersey points 55, New York 
points 216, Ohio 80, Chicago 17, Mary- 
land points 2, Connecticut 150, Vermont 
9, New Hampshire 57, Maine 27, Rhode 
Island 86, Toronto 19, Montreal 15, and 
Michigan 8. The shipments in 1909 
show an increase of 964 cars over 1908 
and 1831 cars over 1907. 

Co-operation of transportation com- 
panies is essential to success of efforts 
by growers to make the most of their 
products, to market them on a business 
basis so as to avoid a glut in the mar- 
ket and a waste at home, and to reduce 
to a minimum the necessity and toll for

middlemen of various kinds. Some rail- 
roads of the South are making that co- 


operation a feature of their immigra- 
tion policy, and at different points they 
are finding organizations of growers 
well advanced toward system in ship- 
ping their goods. Potato growers on the 
Eastern Shore of Virginia, fruit and 
truck growers in Eastern Carolina, 
citrus fruit growers of Florida, onion 
growers of Texas, strawberry growers 
in Tennessee and Arkansas and peach 
growers of Georgia have come to recog- 
nize the advantages in such a system, 
and their eminent success is bound to 
have a wide-reaching influence upon the 
rest of the South. 

It is a question that cannot be studied 
too carefully by every interest con- 
cerned. The South is to be the great 
market garden of the country. Its 
equipment as such will be hastened if 
such suggestions as those of Mr. Mac- 
Rae are fully considered and put into 
effect.

NOT IN THE LYING BUSINESS. 


A few weeks ago the MANUFACTURERS’ 
Recorp published an item to the effect 
that a certain Western concern was 
contemplating building a plant in the 
South. One of our subscribers wrote 
to the company and received a reply to 
the effect that the report was entirely 
incorrect. This letter was sent to the 
MANUFACTURERS’ ReEcorp with the sug- 
gestion that we should be more careful 
in publishing information of this kind. 

For. the benefit of other readers the 
facts, without names, may be stated. 

The Western concern had written to 
a commercial organization in a South- 
ern city specifically stating its intention 
to establish such an industry. When 
this fact was called to the attention of 
the company in connection with its let- 
ter of denial the information was given 
that, while it was true such a letter had 
been written, it was desirable that no 
information should be made public; 
hence, the denial of the statement made 
in the MANuFAcTURERS’ ReEcorp in the 
letter to one of our readers. And then, 
with consummate gall, the Manurac- 
TURERS’ REcorpD was requested to state 
that its report was incorrect, merely to 
accommodate a concern which did not 
desire its plans to be made public. 

We have had a good many denials of 
intended enterprises where organizers 
or promoters did not desire the facts 
made public, but this, we believe, is the 
first time that the MANUFACTURERS’ REc- 
orp has ever been asked to join know- 
ingly in the lying. 





SOUTHERN COAL IN 1908. 

Every coal-producing State in the 
South, except Texas, mined less coal in 
1908 than in 1907, but the total decrease 
in that section was proportionately less 
than the total decrease in the rest of 
the country.

As is known, charcoal iron is not yet on 
a sympathetic basis with coke iron, con- 
sidering the rapid recent advances of the 
latter; therefore, it might be said the mar- 
ket is somewhat unsettled, in that an ad- 
vance is looked for soon. 

The cast-iron pipe market is reported 
as gaining strength, with a good many or- 
ders for small lots coming up for con- 
sideration.

ciable wear for the past three years that 
it has been down. 

The deposit becomes richer the deeper in 
the earth you go. From this is obtained a 
fine grade of asphalt paint and by-products 
with which I am not familiar. We have it 
in quantities to pave and paint the earth, 
but lying dormant, undeveloped, appar- 
ently unappreciated, hence cheap, awaiting 
the capitalist to multiply his millions. 

What I have said of our asphalt will 
also apply to our cement rock, glass sand, 
clays and shales and lime rock. 

We have cheap natural gas at 1500 feet 
depth, and it can be had by any factory at 
a minimum cost. Oil fields are being de- 
veloped in every direction out of Ardmore 
within 15 miles. Our immediate sur- 
roundings have every indication of a rich 
field, and several companies have recently 
begun operations near here. 

This is a new country, and its resources 
are absolutely undeveloped. The people 
are not possessed of great wealth, and 
what they have came by stock raising and 
agriculture; hence they know nothing of 
ores, minerals and factories, and care less. 
Their lands are rich and productive, cli- 
mate ideal, fishing and hunting good, living 
comes easy, and they care nothing for these 
great undeveloped resources. We have in 
the Washita River, which lies a few miles 
to the north of us, water-power which 
Professor Gould says is practically inex- 
haustible. We have the fuel—coal, oil and 
gas. Our coal will last a good many 
years, and our oil and gas will last for a 
time, but our water will flow on forever, 
and when our oil and gas are gone the 
water-power will still be here.

On Paving Materials. 

Lionel Weil of the Board of Aldermen 
of Goldsboro, N. C., in a letter to the 
MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD, says: 

“Our city is about to spend $125,000 


for the best street paving we can secure, 






not to exceed in cost $2.25 per square yard. 
Before contracting with anyone for any 
special form of paving it was decided by 
our Board of Aldermen to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the different kinds of paving, 
making special trips to those towns where 
these pavements have been laid for a num- 
ber of years.

Sea Island Cotton Oil Co. 

The Sea Island Cotton Oil Co. of 
Charleston, S. C., recently incorporated 
with a capital stock of $20,000, informs 
the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp that it will 
establish an unusual type of mill, to be 
built especially for Sea Island cottonseed.

584,056, was Pennsylvania anthracite, and 
394,759,112 short tons, valued at $451,214,- 
842, was bituminous, semi-bituminous and 
lignite, with scattered lots of anthracite 
and semi-anthracite. The total produc- 
tion in 1908 showed a decrease of 64,520,- 
726 short tons, or 13.43 per cent., in quan- 
tity, and of $82,484.781, or 15.42 per cent., 
in value. In spite of the depressed condi- 
tions, the decrease in the production of 
Pennsylvania anthracite was only 2,355,- 
DSS short tons, or 2.73 per cent., in quan- 
tity, and $5,405,207, or 5.3 per cent. in 
value. A considerable falling off in the 
demand was naturally to be expected in 
view of the adverse conditions, especially 
in the great manufacturing centers of the 
East, where anthracite is so largely used, 
yet the results were gratifying, and indi- 
cate that some curtailment in the indi- 
vidual demand was probably, to a large 
extent, offset by the increased population 
in the anthracite-producing territory. In 
the production of bituminous coal, how- 
ever, the decrease in 1908 amounted to

The prompt recognition by the South of this temporary necessity of Baltimore and 
its practical application of the remedy needed no red mark on the community’s calen- 
dar; the letter of remembrance is a living one. It emphasizes Baltimore as the city 
where men from every State in the South may find someone related by blood or in busi- 
ness, where Southern products are converted into finished goods of many kinds or 
where they are loaded upon vessels for shipments to different quarters of the globe, and 
where are centered many energies interested in further development of the South. 

In its population of nearly 600,000 are many thousands of men and women repre- 
senting the pick of States farther South and occupying influential positions in the pro- 
fessional, business, transportation, commercial, educational and social life of the com- 
munity. It is the largest city of the South in population, manufacturing and finance, 
and its history is closely identified with that of the South. 

Nature made it a great clearing-house for the South. Situated at the head of the 
most important of the upper estuaries of the great inland waterway, the Chesapeake, 
it gained a prestige in business and industry almost from the day of its founding, nearly 
half a century before the American Revolution. Its convenient location for the export 
of products of colonial Pennsylvania, Maryland and Virginia gave it a commanding 
position in commerce. When that commerce suffered at so many other points as a 
result of the second war with Great Britain, the Baltimore clipper was the synonym 
in many parts of the world of the energy and enterprise of American merchants in 
taking full advantage of the opportunities of an expanding nation. The clipper ship 
yielded to the swifter steamship, and naval and railroad building retired from the field 
of great usefulness the pioneer caravan and pack-horse and disarranged the lines of 
inland trade contributing to foreign commerce. Still Baltimore continued to hold an 
honorable place, and whatever advantage it may have lost in one direction it sought to 
balance in others. It has always looked to the South for much of the business of its 
steamship lines and sailing vessels bound to foreign ports. During 1908, in spite of the 
general depression of that year, the total number of vessels in the foreign trade that were 
entered at Baltimore was 702, with an aggregate tonnage of 1,357,086, and the total 
They 


number that were cleared was 735, with an aggregate tonnage of 1,447,468. 
sailed to Argentina, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Columbia, Denmark, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Netherlands, Peru, Portugal, Russia, England, Scotland, Ireland, Costa 
Rica, Japan, Mexico, the Philippines and the West Indies. They carried away in all

goods valued at $89,988,505. It would be impossible to estimate accurately the propor- 
tion of Southern material represented in these exports, but they included raw cotton 
valued at $6,778,895: manufactured cotton goods, $460,000; naval stores, $265,000; 
petroleum, $1,240,000; cottonseed oil, $277,000; tobacco, $9,135,000; lumber and its 
manufactures, $2,317,000, besides breadstuffs, cattle, canned goods, meat products, ete. 
These exports are suggestive of the facilities for transportation to Baltimore rami- 
fving through the South. 


Two of the great railroad systems of the country traverse the State of which Balti 


more is the metropolis; they have important terminals in that city and branches reach- 
ing the jobbing and manufacturing centers. ‘Two other smaller lines give quick con- 
nection with points in Southern Pennsylvania and the fruit, timber and mining regions 
of West Virginia, while over the tracks of the great systems access to the city is given 


to traflic from the South by way of the Southern Railway, the Seaboard Air Line, the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, the Norfolk & Western and the Atlantic Coast Line, with their 
connections. Steamship lines connect with seaboard cities as far South as Jackson- 
ville Baltimore has, therefore,-a position unique in many respects, both as to its 


accessibility to a portion of the country noted for the fertility of its soil, for its timber 


and mineral resources and the extent of its agriculture, mining and manufacturing. 
lt is the portion of the country which has been marked by a marvelous growth during 


the past 28 years.

close touch with the South is largely responsible for its growth as a financial center, 


taltimore, too, has had its share of benefits flowing from the development. Its 


as a manufacturer and as a jobber. But only a beginning has been made. The possi- 


bilities are still vast. The South has by no means the population that it is capable of 
supporting. Its area of 806,947 square miles is for the most part scantily populated, 
when one considers the more than 100 persons to the square mile supported in New 
England, or the 93 persons to the square mile in such a State as Illinois. When the 
density of population in the whole South shall be equal to that of Illinois there wil! be 
75,046,071 inhabitants of the South, nearly the population of the whole country in 1!00. 
That there is room for such a population and a support for it is obvious in the fact that 
millions of acres of fertile soil are still to be brought under the plow, and millions now 
tilled are to become greater producers. Of the 516,000,000 acres of land in the South, 


281,000,000 are wooded, 23,000,000 of them being of a non-agricultural character in the 






Southern Appalachians. Of 338,000,000 acres in farms but 117,000,000 are improved. 
If half of the unimproved acreage should be brought under cultivation, the annual agri- 
cultural output of the South would approach $5,000,000,000 in value. Therein is the 
opportunity for 2,000,000 farmers, representing a population of 10,000,000. Scattered 
over the South are 55,000,000 acres of wet lands, the greater portion of which is 
reclaimable, and when reclaimed will add $3,500,000,000 to the permanent wealth .of 
the South and give it an additional farm acreage with an aggregate area about one and 
a half times as great as the total area of the six New England States. 

In the Carolinas much progress is already being made in reclamation work, while 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas and Arkansas are giving great attention to the same 
subject. In Louisiana at least 7,000,000 acres of land may thus be reclaimed. Much 
of that land is not even swamp, but stretches away so level for such great distances 
that the rainfall is not disposed of rapidly until ditching of the simplest kind is resorted 
to. When that is done—it is being done upon an ever-increasing scale, especially since 
the incoming of a number of Western land operators and large contractors—the soil, 
most of it merely the rich detritus of the ages, ranging to a depth of 1000 feet, readily 
commands a minimum of from $50 to $60 an acre. In North Carolina plans are form- 
ing for draining Mattamuskeet Lake, which, when carried through, will add 90,000 acres 
of fertile land to that portion of the country and enhance the value of other thousands 
of 


of contiguous acres. <A larger undertaking looks to the drainage of some millions ‘ 


acres in the Florida Everglades.

At the same time, other reclamation work is under way by means of irrigation. 
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Twenty years ago a combination of drainage and irrigation in the prairie section of 
Louisiana marked the beginning of a revolution in rice-growing in this country, and 


since then land in that section that once could have been bought for 25 cents an acre 


has risen in price to $100 an acre. The movement has extended into Texas, and more 
recently into Arkansas. In one locality in the latter State $600,000 had been spent in 
the past year for boilers, engines and pumps for prairie rice fields. Since 1905 the rice 
acreage in that State has increased from 460 to 11,400, and the annual production from 
22.356 bushels to 467,400 bushels, or only 13,000 bushels less than the production of 
South Carolina, which has been growing rice for two centuries. In 1905 Arkansas pro- 
duced more bushels of rice to the acre, namely, 48.6, than any other State; it led the 
States again in 1907, with 37 bushels to the acre, and in 1908, with 41 bushels <o the 
acre, it was second only to Alabama, which on its 1400 acres raised an average of 45 
bushels of rice. Irrigation on a greater scale is rapidly transforming the lower Rio 
Grande Valley in ‘Texas. In the territory stretching from Mission, about 60 miles 
northwest of Brownsville, to Point Isabel, 54 land and irrigation companies have invest- 
ments aggregating more than $14,250,000 in land, irrigation plants, townsites and sugar 
mills. These companies own more than 430,000 acres of land, of which 135,000 are 
already under irrigation.

Though there have been variations from time to time, the general tendency in recent 
years has been toward a decrease of production per acre for cotton. The grains, on the 
contrary, have shown a tendency toward increased production per acre. 

What might otherwise be regarded as a halting in agricultural productivity, in 
spite of the tendency to diversification, notably manifested in the $100,000,000 worth of 
early fruits and vegetables sent to the country’s markets from the South, is partly 
accounted for by the tremendous draft made upon the population for workers in other 
fields than farming. The demand in this particular must steadily become greater, and 
to meet it the tide of immigration from other parts of the country must rise higher and 
higher, Since 1880 the South has cut 270,000,000,000 feet of lumber, or 35 per cent. 
of the total cut of the country. It must for some years yet continue to cut an increas- 
ingly greater proportion.
